Cleveland, Ohio, Thursday m the pres- 
ence of 10,000 people. Tbe fleet little 
mare trotted a mile over a slow course 
in 2.08^. This bents ber previous rec- 
ord by half a Sbcond, and in one second 
and a half fa-iter than the best mile ever 
trotted by any other horse. The trial 
wrs made for a cup, and the time goeb 
on record. The day was warm. 
There 


had been heavy showers daring the 
nij?ht. These conditions seemed fav- 
orable to fast time, but the track was 
heavy. The quarter stretch was mud- 
dy, bnt the »un f.nd a h.ilf dozen drags 
unproved it as tbe dny wore on, aud 
when Maud S. started to break her rec- 
ord the course was in fair condition. 
Ic was not, in the opinion of the man- 
agement, a fast one. The understand- 
ing was that Mr. Bouner requested 110 
pools to be sold on the trial, and a bill 
to that effect was posted up. There was 
a great deal of private betting though, 
the odds being about $25 to f 8 the 
mare would fail, and sporting men bet 
heavily that the record would not be 
lowered. Wagers were taken she would 
not make 2:11. 
It was 5 o'clock when 


the orchard gate waa lifted and Mand 
S. seen coming to the wire, with Blair 
in the sulky. As soon as trie mare was 
recognized an appl i use began aud it was 
continued until she had passed beyond 
the grand stand. Blair drove her slow- 
ly around the track and then gave her a 
warming up mile in 2:28%. She was

Splan held the watch and fol- 
lowed four or five rods behind, more to 
post Blnir as to the speed that was 
being made than as a help to the mare. 
The queen went away fast, and the 
first eighth post reached in sisteen sec- 
ond*. She rounded the turn and hoad- 
ed for the qunrter. The turn was a 
trifle too sharp and she went into the air. 
Blair stopped her aud went back for 
another start. When she came down 
tho stretch the second time she appeared 
to be unsteady, but Blair wanted tbe 
word anil it was given. The mare re- 
covered herself bofore she had gone far, 
aud nettled down into an even clip, that 
was like a whirlwind. She reached the 
first quarter 32%, a 2:10 gait. 
Then 


Blair be^an to urge her, and she trotted 
th» naxt quarter in 32 uecondB, a 2:08 
g»it. reaching the half mile in 1:04%. 
She flew on like a bird, and old timers 
began to declare she was breaking her 
wonderful record. After passing the 
half she increased her speed and went 
over the back stretch at a terrific 
gait. The third quarter was trotted in 
31 seconds, the fastest one of the mile. 
On the lower tnrn she was seen to raise 
her head suddenly, and it seems certain 
that she would go off her feet. 
Blair 


caught ber however, and on she flew. 
Coming up the homestretch the awful 
strain began to tell oa ber and she 
slowed up. Blair whipped however, and 
she responded quickly. 
She daubed 


under the wire at a tremendous clip, 
having finished the last quarter in 33% 
eoonds and the mile in 2:08%. No 
me except the judges aud reporters 
;new the record had been 
broken.

This 
result in that State might have been 
averted had the AdminiHtration possess- 
ed more politics and less mugwurapery, 
if we may be permitted to so express 
tbe witholduig of the Federal patronage 
from the Democrats in that long and 
bailly-miitniged contest. 
As already 


stated, tbe Uupubhcanit have eight ma- 
jot ity in the Senate, while Che Demo- 
crats have in the next House thirty-nine 
majority. There can be no change in 
this situation during tbe firht two years 
of the Democratic) A'l'niniHtrati in. How 
will it be in the lust half of President 
Cleveland's term ? 
It is not at all likely that the control 


of the House will pass to the Republi- 
cans in 1886. On thecontrary, the Demo- 
crats may be expected to hold it by a 
largely increased mnjority. If the Dem- 
ociats can elect a majority of thirty-nine 
in a Presidential year there ought not to 
be any question about the result in un 
off year; and,, na a matter of fact there 
cau be no question about it. 
Tbe outlook for securing the Senate is 


not so flattering. A majority of eight is 
not easily reversed at one election, al- 
though a gain of five would effect the re- 
sult. Indeed," we could get alou-? quite 
oouifos'ably with four, as that would 
make the Senate a tie and give Vice 
President Hendrioks the casting vote. 


The terms of nine Democrats aud six- 


teen Republicans expire with the pres- 
ent Congress, March 4,1887. The States 
represented by these nine Democrats 
are Delaware, Florida, Maryland, Mis- 
sissippi, Nevada, Tennessee, Texas xnd 
West Virginia. Nevada and West Vir- 
ginia ftie the only close States in the 
list, uud still there can hardly be a doubt 
that nil of them will elect Democrats, 
which would leave the column un- 
broken.

Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 
New Jersey, New York, 


Bhode Island, Vermont, Virginia and 
Wisconsin. There are five States in 
this list which gave their electoral votes 
to Mr. Cleveland, to-wit: Connecticut, 
Indiana. New Jersey, New York aud 
West Virginia. The 
Democrats can 


hardly fail to get the three seats in New 
Jursey, Indiana and Virginia. A gain 
of one ilnore would tie ihe Senate, while 
u gain ol two would give them n clear 
working mnjority. 
There i« 
hope 


for Michigan and Wisconsin, both of 
which have been drifting toward the 
Democratic party of late years. Culi- 
foruia, Connecticut, New York and 
Ohio may also be regarded as debatable 
ground in off-year Senatorial elections. 
While it is by no menus a certainty, 
there is at least a g»od fighting chance 
for 
the Democrats 
to 
secure 
the 


Senate two years hence. They have 
only to gain four to tie, and five for a 
mnjority, out of the nine doubtful States 
of California, 
Connecticut, IndUn*. 


Michigan, New Jeisey. N«w Yorlt, Ohio, 
Virginia and Wisconsin. In all these 
estimates Oregon has been credited to 
the Republicans, but us Legislature 
failed last Winter to elect a Senator, 
owing to disaenliong in the dominant 
party. The Democrats also have there 
a chance for a compromise or Mugwump 
Senator. But it is, perhaps, just as 
well not to paint the Democratic pros- 
pects too bright. We stand a chance all 
the while of losing from our column, 
Nevada and West Virginia, one or both, 
iu which event the chanoe for Dotno- 
cratio control of the Senate wonld most 
probably be deferred to a date beyond 
the expiration of President Cleveland's 
term of office.

But this secretive quality is 
rather the result Of indecision, than a 
dominating characteristic. Mr. Cleve- 
land dislikes being brought to the pinch 
of cbootsing between aspirant* for place 
or for preferment.
